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School Board hears 


There were 111 parents, teachers 
and other interested citizens present 
last Thursday night when the Elba 
City School Board met. Several said 
they had been ask by a friend to at- 
tend. Shirley Belcher was attending 
her first meeting as a board member 
at this meeting. 

This group included at least 14 
school teachers, three bus drivers, 
four members of the news media and 
one baby in arms. 

On the agenda that attracted a lot 


of attention from citizens was a num-: 


ber of questions posed to the school 
board by a group of interested citi- 
zens in a seperate meeting and 
knowledge that Terry Butts had 
asked for permission to address the 
Board on matters relating to recent 
decisions made by the school board. 

Due to the large group of citizens 
present and their interest in particu- 
lar matters, the board postponed ac- 
tion in employing personnel for the 
coming school year. This is an item 
that often requires executive sessions 
to discuss problems of a confidential 
nature concerning individual teach- 
ers or other employees. 

Prior to any of the visitors speak- 
ing, Chairman G. A. Lindsey ex- 
plained that a decision had already 


been reached concerning a site for 
the proposed new school park. He 
told the group that a piece of proper- 
ty near the city limits on Highway 
84 West had been selected and a Let- 
ter of Intent signed by the property 
owners and by school officials. This 
eliminated a number of questions 
planned by Butch Oggs who was 
planning to present prepared ques- 
tions on behalf of the group of citi- 
zens. 

Mayor Fred Moore addressed the 
board and urged them to consider all 
options before making a final deci- 
sion. He also expressed concern for 
the added expense of furnishing util- 
ities to the new school park. He 
urged board members to include this 
additional expense in their cost esti- 
mates for the new facilities. The 
mayor also noted there is almost 
$300,000 still outstanding on bonds 
floated to build or repair the old 
schools. 

Moore noted the board had a hard 
job, commended the members for 
doing a good job and urged them to 
keep up the good work, ‘and don't 
forget who we are working for”. 

Moore also asked that if a new 
school is built, the old buildings be 
deeded to the City of Elba. 


A motion was made immediately 


to deed the buildings to the city sub- 


ject to approval by the State of Ala- 
bama. A reservation was put in the 
motion to allow the school to use the 


football field for at least one more | 


football season. 

Terry Butts addressed the board 
and assembled citizens for about one 
hour. He opened and closed with a 
clarification that he had no opinion 
on any decision to move the schools, 
leave them downtown, etc. Butts 
said he wanted to explain some of 
the actions taken by the board during 
recent months and hoped that when 
the meeting was over, the group 
would leave with a clear understand- 
ing of what has happened and will 
happen and “‘be together”. 

He went into detail on how feder- 
al funds would be sent to repair the 
damage, funds furnished for tempo- 
rary school facilities, etc. He also ex- 
plained the bond issue passed by the 
Alabama legislature and how it 
would be allocated. 

A request was made by Butts that 
the Board appoint a citizens commit- 
tee to work with the board in devel-

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday was routine with only a 
fleeing references to the flood and 
no flood related business being 
transacted. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey

Elba W & E Board members 
concerned about past dues 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday evening and 
the main topic of discussion was 
the $27,000.00 past due electric 
bills. 

After a brief discussion by board 
members, it was decided that the 
meters would be pulled on resi- 
dences with past due bills and that 
WERE NOT affected by the flood 
walters. 

The pulling of meters has long 
been the policy of the board when 
customers ignore all efforts to col- 
lect the monies due for electrical 
service. 

It was agreed that for those cus- 
tomers who were affected by the 
flood and others who had and were 
making an effort to pay their bill, 
the board would continue to work 
with them in satisfying their debt. 

Mayor Fred Moore was given 
the authority to proceed with the 
pulling of electric meters on delin- 
quent bills. 

In reviewing the financial report 
as a whole, Board Chairman Mick- 
ey Murdock said, "It appears that 
our income is exceeding our ex- 
penses which is good!" 

Board members expressed their 


relief that the city's utility system 
suffered no more damaged than it 
did due to the flood. Most of, if not 
all, damage to the system has been 
repaired and the workload is return- 
ing to some semblance of normal. 

The board was told that Elba's 
water continues to test good ac- 
cording to the reports received 
from the state. 

When asked by this newspaper 
about the concern expressed some 
individuals as to whether or not the 
proposed site of the new Elba 
school system was within the city's 
"electrical boundaries", the re- 
sponse by Mayor Moore was that it 
had been checked on and it is. 

City Councilman Donald Law- 
ford was welcomed by board mem- 
bers to the meeting. Lawford was 
appointed by the city council to fill 
the vacant seat on the board due to 
the resignation of Eddie Vaughan. 

At the close of the meeting, it 
was noted that a change in the 
board's meeting date and time was 
a possibility. Members of the board 
and the news media were told that 
they would be notified of the 
change, if it occurs, 


a 


that the police force had been stable 
for an unusually long time without 
any turnover. Hanchey said there 
had been no resignations since he be- 
came chief, something he was thank- 
ful for. 

Mayor Fred Moore noted the 
force was very professional and was 
doing a good job of solving crimes 
that occur within the city. 

The council approved a recom- 
mendation by the zoning board to re- 
zone about five acres of land at the 
intersection of Highway 203 and 
Taylor Mill Road from R-1 to R-3. 
An apartment complex is planned 
for the area. 

A resolution was approved and 
signed to allow Mayor Moore to sign 
papers connected with a grant appli- 
cation to repair sub-standard hous- 
ing. 

Charles Lindsey addressed the 
council with a recommendation that 
the city council make all decision 
and not have boards appointed to run 
things such as the schools. The coun- 
cil thanked Lindsey and took the 
Se gestiOn under advisement. 

ouncilman Donald Lawford was 
appointed to the utility board, filling 
the vacancy created with the resigna- 
tion of Eddie Vaughan from the 
council. 

Moore told council members he 
had received a one month extension 
on the present garbage contract 
which was due to expire at the end 
of June. He said that be the next 
council meeting in two weeks, he 
would be prepared to recommend a 
course of action concerning the gar- 
bage collection. 

Moore also announced that the 
council would make a decision this 
month on how to distribute the mo- 
nies donated to local flood victims.

Coffee County Commission 
proposes regional landfill 


The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session Monday 
morning satisfied their agenda and 
was signing bills in less than forty- 
five minutes. 

A resolution to the State Health 
Officer was signed by the commis- 
sion requesting a wavier of the solid 
waste moratorium imposed by Legis- 
lative Act No. 89-824. 

The Act, in short, states that no 
new landfills are to be permitted for 
approximately the next two years. 
Coffee County's present facility's 
permit expires April 30, 1992. 

In the resolution, the commission 
is seeking a new permit for a 500 
acre regional solid waste disposal fa- 
cility with an estimated capacity of 
3.6 million tons.(Based on 300 usa-

Coffee County's Highway Engi- 
neer, Mark Pool, requested the an- 
nual bid for concrete be sent out to 
vendors; also, he stated that invita- 
tions to bid would be sent out for re- 
pair work to be performed on 
County Road Numbers 25, 55 and 
18 


Pool asked that the commission 
approve the emergency resurfacing 
of the roads where culverts were re- 
placed. These roads had to be cut 
completely in-two to replace the 
drain pipe and have been temporari- 
ly patched with clay and gravel. 

The commission was also in- 
formed by Pool that State Highway

Something else positive came out of the flood .. . .or more accurately 
from the flood clean-up. Postmaster Bill Bullard found a government 
check dated 5-8 1974 in the amount of $83.60. It was made out to Robert 
D, and Fannie L. Pugh from the Treasury of the United States. Bullard 
said the check had slipped between the post office boxes and the wall and 
were found during cleaning of the building. He immedately contacted Mrs. 
Pugh with the check. We salute our loyal postal crews, They have pre- 
formed like professionals following the flood when often it would have 
been easier to just not do. The check is an example. They could have 
trashed it and none would have ever known any better, Salute! 


The election is over... .at least the first round. We have not been in touch 
with the gossip of the political campaigns as much as in the past and kinda 
missed the chatter. The best we can tell, there were very few surprises in 
the first primary. Being a bit uninformed by the experts, we did find a few 
surprises ourselves. We didn't expect Wes Laird to do as well as he did 
against Crum Foshee. Nor did we expect the number three showing of Jim 
Sullivan in Attorney General race. He has run twice before statewide and 
did well in both those races. The Democrat race for the nomination in the 
governor's race was thought to be a four way toss-up and therefore the two 
in the run-off didn't surprise many folks. We still find very little excite- 
ment in either candidate, but then maybe we got so used to the George 
Wallace years and/or the battle of four years ago. Those campaigns were 
colorful and exciting with something fresh happening every day (and 
folks we all seemed to like it). It got out of hand four years ago and this 
time the candidates seemed to be walking on eggs and afraid to break a 
single one. Frankly, we prefer today's campaigning, but it doesn't excite 
the voters enough to get large voter turnouts. 


Elba schools . . . . we have them and it seems we have a million opinions 
on how to run them! If your list of different opinions is a bit short of this, 
just come by and we will pass on a few to add to your list. Folks have giv- 
en us an unlimited number of ideas. In fact at the last school board meet- 
ing we counted no less than six opinions on where the schools should be 
located. That was just the opinions which had been expressed to us on the 
streets and in the coffee shops by people who were later at the board meet- 
ing. We need to be true Americans and tried-and-true Elba folks and con- 
tinue voicing our opinions. However, let's voice them about things yet to 
be decided, and not waste energy or brain power debating about things al- 
ready over or decisions already made. The decisions on how to operate the 
schools right after the flood were made in “the heat of the battle” and be- 
sides that is all over now. The site selected for the new schools was frank- 
ly not our first choice. In fact board members had differing opinions at 
first. We voiced our opinion to the board members but were given what 
was considered logical reasons for going in another direction. We accept- 
ed the logic. That decision has been made and when the buildings are com- 
pleted we predict they will be a major source of pride among Elba folks.

We were asked what other projects we could suggest in addition to those 
we mentioned last week. There is the need to light a fire under the Ala- 
bama Highway director and get the contract let for the long promised 
straightening on Highway 84, at the end of Davis Street. They have al- 
ready bought all the property and the plans are drawn and completed. 
Highway 84 has other needs also. We need to continually work to get this 
road 4-laned through Elba and NOT down 134. Then someone needs to do 
some planning on solid waste disposal/recycling. This is going to become 
a major concer right away and we ain't ready. Don't forget the bypass. 
The benefits of this road were clear during the days following thé flood. 
We need to think about completing it around to the New Brockton High- 
way. A few more hours of high water and the main bridge across Pea Riv- 
er would have washed out and we would have been in a mess for months. 
An additional crossing will enhance us in several ways, including all Elba 
folks being able to “reach out and touch one another” without a thirty mile 
drive around a washed out bridge. Also remember, we have neighbors 
who can use your help getting out of the mud.

Two nights ago I received one of 
the most tragic telephone calls of my 
life. It was from my best friend, who 
between nearly uncontrollable sobs, 
told me that the man accused of mur- 
dering her father had been released 
from jail. Probably the most unbe- 
lievable part of this shocking news 
was the group of Elba citizens who 
posted bond for Owen Ziglar. | am 
appalled that Elaine Bullard, Dr. 
Donald Crook, Richard Jacobs, Celia 
English Brown, Inez Beck, and Cecil 
Beck, would so callously arrange for 
the release of this man, charged with 
the shooting death of Edward Kel- 
ley. 

Less than three months ago, my 
heart went out to all the citizens of 
Elba in the tragedy they suffered 
from a life-threatening flood. Today, 
the sorrow that I felt has lessened, in 
knowing that such a lack of compas- 
sion for the family of Edward Kelley 
has been so totally disregarded, in 
this case by several persons who 
themselves and their children were 
supposedly friends of the family 

This violent crime took the life of 
one of the kindest men I've ever 
known. As I became a fixture in the 
Kelley home during our high school 
years and later, I marvelled at Ed- 
ward's boundless love for his chil- 
dren and the granddaughter that was 
truly the brightest star of his life. my 
heart goes out to each of them, as 
well as to the Ziglar children, who 
also know the incredible pain of hav- 
ing a parent violently and senseless- 
ly taken away.

committee members would still be 
excluded from these sessions by Ala- 
bama law. Furthermore any appoint- 
ing of committees to attend meetings 
could leave citizens thinking they 
couldn't attend unless they were on 
such a committee, plus committees 
of teachers are already scheduled to 
meet and make recommendations for 
the new buildings. Teachers and oth- 
er interested citizens have already 
been visiting recently built schools 
in Alabama and Florida to gather 
ideas to be used in the Elba schools. 

Butts read from copies of several 
letters that have been written by offi- 
cials involved in inspecting the 
school buildings since the flood of 
March 17. 

A letter from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Education declared the 
buildings repairable with damages of 
about $1.8 million. 

A letter from the Alabama Build- 
ing Commission considered the dam- 
age much worse and stated it would 
be more economical in the long run 
to build new buildings than to at- 
tempt repairs on the existing build- 
ings. Their estimates were that the 
damages exceeded $8 million. 

Butts referred to another inspec- 
tion made of the facilities by a pri- 
vate engineering firm hired by the 
State Depart of Education. He ac- 
knowledged he hadn't seen this let- 
ter. However a representative of this 
newspaper has seen the report and 
the estimate of repairs in it are lower 
than those of the state building com- 
mission, but only a small percent. 

Elba school o fficials are work- 
ing with the federal authorities to get 
their estimates closer to the other 
two before a settlement is made. 

Butts was critical of several deci- 
sion made right after the flood, con- 
eoniny the schools. He questioned 
why offers to use county schools, the 
Enterprise schools or ESJC facilities 
were not accepted. Several of these 
had offered to allow Elba students to 
attend classes in the afternoon after 
regular students had completed their 
studies. 

Butts also questioned why an of- 
fer by the Baptist Association io fur- 
nish hot meals to the students was 
not accepted. 

Following Butts' prepared state- 
ment, Superintendent Lamar Foley 
said some offers were made to use 
other facilities, but a quick poll of 
some students, parents and teachers 
indicated they didn't want the buss- 
ingof students long distances every 
day and wanted to remain together, 
therefore the decision was made to 
establish the temporary school. 

Foley also acknowledged an offer 
was made by the Baptist Associa- 
tion, but due to the huge amounts of 
donated foods the school had already 
received, the offer was not accepted. 

An explanation by Butts of how a 
Texas firm is preserving and clean- 
ing many courthouse records also 
included a question of why they 
were not hired to preserve the per- 
manent records of the schools as 
well as the library books. 

Foley explained that the perma- 
nent records were be cleaned but the 
high cost of cleaning made in to ex- 
pensive to use the firm on a large 
scale. He later explained that the 
cost of cleaning library books could 
easily exceed the cost of new books 
and the cleaned books would still 
show flood damage. 

Oggs opened his questions with 
the one about “What are the options 
regarding the location of a new 
school system for Elba” 

Foley responded with what Lind- 
sey had already said in that the board 
had already voted to build on the site 
on Highway 84. 

Many of the 41 questions on 
Oggs' list were not asked because 
they had been answered previously. 

He did get a yes answer to a ques- 
tion of the board's authority to con- 
demn land, He was told however 
that the majority of the members of 
the board didn't want to condemn 
land if any could be found without 
that method. 

The Mulberry Heights school 
would be to expensive to repair for 
temporary use, Foley said. Also Fo- 
ley said he would not take the re- 
sponsibility for the safety of students 
by putting them back in the flood 
damaged school buildings.

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Former Elba resident 
killed in Pike County 


A former resident of Elba, Ricky 
Terrel Goodwin, age 21, died as a 
result of a gunshot wound to the 
chest at approximately 3:25 a.m. 
Sunday morning, June 3, 1990, 

According to Pike County Sher- 
iff Harold Anderson, Goodwin was 
pronounced dead at the scene of the 
shooting which occurred at White- 
head's Grocery located on Pike 
County Road 41 in the Spring Hill 
community. 

Witnesses at the scene, approxi- 
mately 20 to 25 individuals, in- 
formed authorities that Goodwin 
and Ronnie Robert Smith, age 39, 
of Jack, Alabama, got into a verbal 
argument in front of the store 
which has an on-premise retail liq- 
uor license. 

Reportedly, Goodwin — struck 
Smith in the face with his fist and 
the two began fighting. During the 
struggle, Smith allegedly pulled a 
pistol and shot Goodwin in the 
chest with a 22-caliber weapon.

Smith was arrested and charged 
with murder and placed in the Pike 
County Jail in Troy.

Fudge honored by Department of the Army | 


Carol Fudge of Elba, who is a 
secretary at the U.S. Army Aero- 
medical Research Laboratory, has 
been selected as the Department of 
the Army Handicapped Employee of 
the Year for 1990. She will receive 
the Meritorious Civilian Service 
Award from the Secretary of the 
Army Oct. 4. 

Fudge's winning nomination went 
through the Medical, Research and 
Development Command _ since 
USAARL is a tenant activity. Fudge 
competed against nominees from 
other commands for the DA award. 

"All handicapped people want is 
a chance to prove themselves, not 
only in employment, but in all ways. 
If they give us a chance, we can be 
productive citizens and good em- 
ployees, because we are out to prove 
ourselves and show people that we 
can perform. 

"It's like a dream,” said Fudge on 
winning the award. "It's really hard 


to believe. I feel very honored," said 
Fudge, who is now in competition 
for the Department of Defense 
award and the Officer of Personnel 
Management Handicap Employee of 
the Year. In the latter, she will com- 
pete with nominees from all federal 
agencies. 

Fudge's life has been filled with 
constant battles against fatigue and 
pain since contracting rheumatiod ar- 
thritis at 13. However, her faith in 
God and in her family has seen 
Fudge through 12 major operations, 
of which two were for artificial hips. 
Also, the knuckles on both her hands 
are artificial, and she's had surgery 
on both feet and her right knee. 

"I think a lot of the employers 
don't give you a chance," ‘said 
Fudge. "They would look at my fin- 
gers and think that I couldn't type as 
well as someone with normal fin- 
gers. Employers also make the as- 
sumption that since you are handi- 


capped, your attendance is not going 
to be as good." 

Fudge has had little trouble meet- 
ing the expectations of her supervis- 
ors in her 21 years of civil service. 
"L often marvel at how well she does 
in carrying out her duties,” said Lt. 
Col. Gerald P. Krueger, director of 
Biomedical Applications research 
Division, USAARL. 

"She is reasonably quick, and 
preparation of all correspondence is 
flawless. To be sure, there are occa- 
sional facial grimaces and indica- 
tions of discomfort or pain. But in 
the two years I have been privileged 
to work with her, I have never heard 
a single complaint from her." Fudge, 
as a secretary for the division, corre- 
spondence, scheduling and time 
management aspects of the pro- 
grams.

Last Friday, Mr. Vester was hon- 
ored with a luncheon at the New 
Brockton City Hall and he also re- 
ceived a letter from Governor Guy 
Hunt. 

In the letter, Governor Hunt con- 
gratulated Mr. Cole not only for 
reaching the vintage age of ninety, 
but for the fact that he is still very 
much active in his community. 

He works three days a week for 
the City of New Brockton doing 
whatever needs doing! His main du- 
ties are with the street department. 

Mister Vester, as he likes to be 
called, drove a truck for Mr. Johnny 
B. Maddox, a New Brockton busi- 
ness man, for thirty-nine years be- 
fore retiring at the age of sixty years 
old. 

He told this reporter that he didn't 
do anything for two years and his 
joints began to “lock up!" He said he 
went to Dr. Donald Crook in Elba 
and was told, "Mr. Vester - throw 
the walking cane away and find 
yourself something to do!’ 

"I did just what the doctor or- 
dered and I've felt good ever since!" 
he said. 

Mr. Cole was born in northern 
Coffee County and now resides in 
New Brockton, Alabama. His son, 
Charles Cole, serves on the New 
Brockton City Council and Mister 
Vester doesn't miss a meeting if he 
can help it. 

When asked by this reporter if he 
remembered the flood of 1929, his 
response was "yes," but most of his 
recollection was of his viewing the 
waters from Brunson Hill. Asked if 
he witnessed the waters of '90, he 
answered "no," because he was 
stopped at the Samson highway.

Jail bids surprise architect 


Low bidder on the construction 
of a new county jail in New Brock- 
ton was J. Kinson Cook Inc. of Tal- 
lahassee, Fla. Their base bid was 
$2,456,000. 

Last Thursday, five bids were 
opened by the commission in the 
community room at the farm center 
complex in New Brockton, 

Also present at the opening was 
Lynn Seymour, architect from Sey- 
mour and Lisenby Architects in 
Ozark. He said that the bids were 
Surprising. 

"The price is really good," he 
said. "There was a lot of competi- 
tion among the bidders and we got 
a really good price. My estimate 
was $2.6 million and all the bids 
were under that." 

Bids submitted were as follows: 
Whaley Construction Co. of Troy - 
$2,474,000; Hollis & Spann of Do- 
than - $2,472,000; Greenhut Con- 
struction Company Inc. of Pensaco- 
la - $2,599,800; and Faulkner 
Construction Co. of Dothan 
$2,589,000. All bidders submitted 
alternate bids with each based on 
variations in specifications. 

All the bids will be reviewed by 
the commission and a decision will 
likely be made at the June 25 com- 
mission meeting. 

The proposed facility will be 
what Seymour called "state of the 


art" without all the bells and whis- 
tles that cost a lot to maintain. 

An 11 month construction dead- 
line is written into the specifica- 
tions. Allowing a few weeks to fur- 
nish the jail - it is conceivable that 
the jail could receive its first occu- 
pants by July 1991. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton said, "A year from now, 
we're going to move in." 

"We'll be working with bond 
people to decide who is going to

give us fe best deal and we'll be 
deciding on a firm that will help us 
the best," Eagerton said. 

The county will be dealing with 
payments of an estimated $300,000 
a year for twenty years to pay for 
the new county jail. 

An estimated $200,000 is ex- 
pected to be generated by the re- 
cently passed referendum raising 
court cost by $35. These funds will 
be used to help pay the yearly pay- 
ment on the jail.

realize the barriers that the handi- 
capped face. "I think there could be 
a little more recruitment of handi- 
capped people and make them aware 
of the opportunities available to 
them,” said Fudge. 

At the present time, Fudge is fin- 
ishing work on a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence Degree in Business Administra- 
tion from Troy State University. 
She often speaks to civic groups and 
students about her life’s experience 
and how she has overcome her hand- 
icap. But she wants to do more. 
"My real dream is to work with other 
handicapped people to help them ac- 
cept their handicap.” said Fudge. 

"I was afflicted early, so being 
handicapped became a way of life 
for me. It's all I've known. A lot of 
people don't become handicapped 
until later in life, so it's really hard 
for them to accept and learn to live 
with it.” , 

According to Fudge, learning to 
live with the handicap is the first 
step. But for those handicapped who 
are hesitant in trying the job market, 
the most important thing is for them 
to believe in themselves, 

"You have to believe in yourself 
and your abilities," said Fudge. 
"You have to portray that belief to 
others. 

"I think ‘handicapped’ is a frame 
of mind. We're all handicapped in 
some way or other. I think the hand- 
icapped person has to realize that 
even though there one area in which 
they're weak, there's always one are 
in which they can excel and be pro- 
ductive."

Elba City School Board 
purchases 30 mobile units 


The Elba City School Board 
Tuesday night approved the pur- 
chase of thirty mobile units, con- 
taining 60 classrooms to be used 
until the new school park is com- 


pleted. 
About a dozen teachers and 
other interested citizens attended 


the meeting. 

Low bid on the mobile units 
was $850,000 by Alabama Con- 
tract Sales. That is about $28,333 
per unit of two classrooms. The 
units will be sold after the new 
school is completed. 

Bathroom facilities and lunch- 
rooms will be bid or purchased un- 
der separate contracts. Incoming 
Superintendent Charles Pearce ex- 


plained he was talking with state 
authorities about the bid law, to 
see if it is legal for the school 
board to hire local contractors for 
the installation of the bathroom fa- 
cilities, 

Board members considered 
leasing the needed classrooms, but 
determined the expense of the 
lease would probably cost the sys- 
tem more in the long run, especial- 
ly if construction of the new school 
takes longer than predicted and 
students are not out of the tempo- 
rary units by the end of 1991. 

Board members ‘were shown a 
drawing of the proposed place- 
ment of the mobile classrooms. 
They were told the administration

The Elba Police reported Tues- 
day that a complaint was filed with

FEMA is supplying approximate- 
ly $25,000 while the state will fur- 
nishing the remainder. 

A water shed project between 
Trudie and Ansley Streets is the first 
of 16 projects that these fund will be 
used to complete, This area was the 
site of most of the water drainage 
problems during the heavy rains in 
March.

The mayor reminded the council- 
men of the Second District Munici- 
pal Association meeting to be held in 
Enterprise on Thursday, June 28. 

Payment of the bills totalling 
$2,336.64 was approved by the 
council.
